Foch, as Commander-in-Chief, should exercise 
the full power of his position, as the Premier 
understood it, to order American troops into 
action.

Foch and Pershing through May, 1918, the 
Abbeville conference on this and kindred sub- 
jects being held May 2. Foch, at this con- 
ference, put forth a statement of the matter 
with which Clemenceau was in full agreement. 
The difference came afterward, when Clemen- 
ceau demanded, and Foch did not make to his 
satisfaction a complete test of the pare of the 
supreme command. 
Nowhere, it is to be noted, does Clemen- 
show a disposition to blame Pershing.’

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Why Drug Addiction Is Increasing. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HE large pharmaceutical companies, 


which are the natural sources of sup- 
ply of narcotics, long ago devised a 
sensible system for the control of these 
drugs. The plan was simply to sell them 
“at cost, all pharmaceutical companies be- 
ing obliged to sell at the same price. 
Since there was no profit in the product, 
there’ was no interest in the sale of it. 
Every pharmaceutical traveling salesman 
dodges a narcotic order. He gets no 
commission on it. The sale of narcotics 
is not permitted to count in his ‘sales 
total. : 
Along came the Harrison narcotic law. 
‘The illicit dope peddler soon found a 
chance for a big profit. He could build 
up a sale of morphine knowing the doc- 
tor or druggist could not cut in on his 
trade, even were he so minded; for the 
doctor and- druggist are held down by 
red tape and must keep a legal record. 
This record must show how much nar- 
cotics was ordered, and the name and 
address of each person to whom a tablet

Never- 
theless, In the campaigns of 1796 and 1800, 
voters were urged to cast their ballots 
against him’ on the ground that he was an 
atheist as well as a French Hbertine. 

Of our Presidents, Washington and sev- 
en of his successors were #riscopalians. 


There have been six Presbyterian Presi- * 


dents, four Methodist, four Unitarian and 
two Dutch Reformed. President Garfield 
was a member of the Disciples’ Church, 
Harding was a Baptist, Coolidge & Congre- 
gationalist, and President Hoover is a 
Friend.

Jefferson’s great contribution to the 
cause of religious freedom in. the United 
States is the statute for religious freedom, 
which he drafted and which was passed by 
the Virginia Legislature in 1786. It pro- 
vided: 

“No man shall be compelled to frequent 
or support any religious worship, place or 
ministry whatsoever, nor shall be enforced, 
restrained, molested or burdened in his 
mind or goods, nor shall otherwise suffer 


wise diminish, enlarge or affect their civil 
capacities.” 

The original charter of Virginia had ex- 
cluded Catholics from the Colony, and la- 
ter Quakers were also banned. Catholics 
and Jews were discriminated against in 
some of the other colonies which gave free- 


dom of worship to other denominations: 


During the-Revolution some of the states 
disestablished the Church of Engiand, but 
in Virginia, the Anglican

Although Congregationalism was to re- 
main the established religion in Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire and Connecticut for 
some years after the Revolution, 
Virginia/statute for religous freedom aided 
mightily in the ultimate separation of 
church and state in the United States. It 
was largely instrumental, also, for the pass- 
age of the first amendment to the Con&ti- 
tution, which forbids Congress’ to “make 
any law respecting an establishment of re- 
ligion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof.” ‘5 

Many historians consider this service of 
Jefferson for religious freedom, and his 
services to political thought, scientific agri- 
culture and popular education, his chief 
claim to rank as one of the great liberal 
leaders of all time. At all events, the epi- 
taph which he composed for himself, and 
which now/ adorns his grave at Monticello, 
describes him only, as “the author of: the 
Declaration of Independence, of the statute 
of Virginia for religious freedom, and fath- 
er of the University of Virginia.”

In that time 
we should have reached at ieast 
latitude 73. where, judging by the 
soundings taken farther north, we 
expected to reach land. But still J 
could see the faint outline of frac- 
tured ice floes dimly beneath us. 

Our Isater discoveries, some dis- 
tance farther east, might have 
some bearing on the fact that the 
land in the longitude and latitude 
in which we flew was some dis- 
tance farther south than we ex- 
pected. To the east, we found that 
sea bottom shallowed to tess than 
500 meters and then got deeper 
again. This may be the case in 
longitude 100.

OW Henry Duffy built up this 
H enain of theaters is one of the 

most remarkable success stories 
of the contemporary stage. In 
1922 he was the husband of Anne 
Nichols and engaged in giving her 
a hand with the production of 
“Abie’s Irish Rose,””’ when that gold 
mine looked like nothing so much 
as a futile and abandoned claim, 
one that would never yield a dime. 
Shortly after the play began. to 
show signs of life, Miss Nichols and 
Duffy decided to part. She gave 
him $5000 in payment of his serv- 
ices, with which he settled up cer- 
tain indebtedness .connected with 
an earlier stock venture in which 
he had been involtved. 

A little later Duffy married Dale 
Winters, widow of “Big Jim” Colos- 
simo, Chicago night club owner. 
She raised about $5000 in cash and 
with this she and her husband went 
to the West Coast where he opened 
with a stock company in old Al- 
cazar Theater. in San Francisco. 
Success was almost immediate. The 
first play producefl was so popular 
that Duffy held it over for i14 
weeks of very good business. 

He now has two theaters in San 
Francisco, two in Oakland, One in 
Portland, one in Seattle, two in Los 
Angeles and two. in Hollywood. 
And, surprisingly enough, the two 
which are in-the very center of 
moviedom are the most profitable 
units in the group. Duffy clears 
annually, at a conservative esti- 
mate, $80,000 to $100,000. 

While Casey, like most produ- 
cers, is reluctant to give the figures 
on the success of his venture, he 
admits cheerfully toa very fair 
profit. The overhead under which 
he operates is double what it would 
have been 15 years ago; prices are 
what they were in 1915. 

Price has undoubtedly been a 
large factor in Casey's success. This 
and the fact that clever, new plays 
have been chosen and produced 
with considerable care given to de- 
tails. Casey believes, and there 
will be few who will_dispute him, 
that stock which is on a two-week 
basis is just twice as good as stock 
with a weekly change of-bill, which 
is another reason why the company 
at the Orpheum has been success- 
ful. !

SHAKSPEARE IN NEW YORK 


Why Those Whose Early Years Were Illiterate and Who Were 
Never Told That the Bard of Avon Was Immortal, | 
May Consider Themselves Fortunate.

NEW YORK, April 12. 


OFTEN envy those whose early 
| years were illiterate, bécause of 

the discoveries they made later, 
at a time when they were best able 
to enjoy great literature. I envy 
them because-their childhood, gnd 
their youth, and their freshmen 
and sophomore years, were not 
spent under the yoke of elders who 
knew better, and exercised this 
ype ee by oppressing them 

th the greatness of Goethe, the 
prose of Pater, the mastery of Mo- 
lieré and the immortality of Wil- 
liam Shakspeare. I efvy those 
who have neither read, seen nor 
heard of Shakspeare, because they 
do not know he is immortal, and 
can therefore approach him huvu- 
manly, and be humanly rewarded 
and surprised, and close the book 
or leave the theater shouting, 
“Why didn’t anyone ever tell me 
about this fellow—Shakspeare, I 
think the name is—he’s grand! 
He’s swell! Gimme some more!” 

Why did anyone ever’tell me 
about Shakspeare? I flatter my- 
self that I have as good taste as 
most people, and am as able to en- 
joy grand literature and swell po- 
etry. I have enjoyed Shakspeare— 
to put it mildly. I would not put 
it other than mildly, for anyone 
who got up in.meeting and yelped 
out his admiration for Shakspeare 
would be thought insane. Shak- 
speare is something like Niagara 
Falls, the moon or sunsets, too 
public and genuine an expression 
of admiration for whom is consid- 
ered hick. 

Shakspeare is something you 
are supposed to have swallowed in 
early youth, and thoroughly di- 
gested, and one doesn’t go around 
boasting of one’s digestion. Shaks- 
peare is something you can’t afford 
to be be discovered discovering, on 
pain of being set down as unedu- 
cated. And, saddest fact of all, 
Shakspeare is forever associated in 
our minds with that time of life 
when well-meaning men and wom- 
en, usually unmarried, were trying 
to pass the torch of learning into 
hands which, on the whole, would 
rather have held a baseball bat. 

Shakspeare is a classic, there- 
fore, to be forgotten, once read. 


Shakspeare is the subject of 80,000 
learned volumes in 80 languages, 
therefore, there is nothing more to 
be said about him by those of les- 
ser learning.- Shakspeare is part 
of one’s education, therefore edu- 
cational and inseparable from 
schoolrooms, plaster busts, vario- 
rium‘ editions, footnetes, speeches 
about straining mercy to 0be 
learned by heart before Wednes- 
day’s recitation—therefore a bore. 

He isn’t a bore, really. Except 
in spots, and when clownish, and 
when rhetorical without poetry. He 
is great, he is grand, he is swell 
fun. But if anyone says “Shaks- 
peare” suddenly to me, my reac- 
tion is not a kindling of the eyes 
and a quickening of the pulse, but 
a tendency to say “what of it?” 
And when, ag frequently happens 
to a dramatic critic, Iam informed 
that so and so will preseft “Ham- 
let” two weeks from tomorrow, my 
tendency is to groan slightly and 
hope that the star, or the whole 
cast, if mecessary,. will break a leg.

OT only because I know, from 

sad experience, how polite and 

booming and buskined a per- 
formance it will be, and how un- 
comfortable most stage, Ophelias 
make me feel, and how much more 
dust there is in Shakspearean 
cloaks and tights than can ever 
be shaken out—but also simply 
because I must go to see Shak- 
speare again, a Shakspeare s0 
long associated with that dutiful 
word, I must finish the historical 
plays before midyears, I must be 
ablé to tell what he meant by mob- 
bled or marbled, or gobbled or gar-

I must go to see Walter Hamp- 
den or Fritz Leiber in Shakspeare, 
and I don't really want to.

HE most tmportant single pro-

Negro cast. 

Strangely enough this picture 
had to ease its way into town by 
way of the Ritz, a neighborhood 
theater at Grand and Juniata, since 
none of those million-dollar Cri- 
ental palaces which would be. ex- 
pected to sponsor its initiai pre- 
sentation here would give it house 
room. 

Why this should be so it is not 
easy to explain. Not being a spe- 
cialist in the sort of ratiocinative 
oe a that moving picture 
magna substitute for ordinary 
reasoning I will not attempt it. One 
would think. that the local house 
managers would welcome an op- 
portunity to provide its more dis- 
criminating patrons with something 
less offensive than the usual Holly- 
wood piffie. In the case of “Halie- 
perhaps they were re- 
strained by the belief that the ordi- 
nary movié audience would not 
like it and the box office receipts 
would suffer accordingly. The re- 
action of the audiences at the Ritz 
would have provided little support 
for such an hypothesis. 

On the night I saw the picture 
the theater was crowded and the 
audience was obviously under a 
strong emotional tension. There 
were times, of course, when indi- 
vidual] responses to certain scenes 
indicated a feeling that was the 
direct opposite of what was being 
portrayed on the screen. Love 
scenes between,the two central 
characters excited a great inany 
snickers, even when their !mpli- 
cations were tragic. But most 
American audiences are that way, 
Usually it is a sign of embarrass- 
ment.

Letters to various relatives and ac- 
quaintances were left, letters which 
told of the strange odyssey of the last 
five months, but no provision was 
made for disposal of their bodies be- 
yond the request that they be cremat- 
ed and the ashes buried together. 
This request was denied by the doc- 
tor’s parents. They said it would be 
a disgrace to bury the ashes together, 
but back in Cleveland the abandoned 
wife said she didn’t see how it could 
make any diference. The two had 
lived together for five months and 
had died together. Why bother about 
separating the ashes? 

But Mrs. Marie Watzl was too 
broad-minded, friends said. She 
wasn't even bitter against the woman 
with whom her husband had _ run 
away. She said she regarded the 
tragic romance as something very 
beautiful in spite of its sordid last 
chapter. And even the last chapter 
she thought she understood. Many 
acquaintances said they couldn't grasp 
her point of view. 

Mrs. Watzl was ill, confined to her 
bed with tonsilitis, when news of the 
double suicide reached Cleveland, but 
she received it calmly and talked gra- 
ciously to reporters who went to her 
home. She wasn't altogether sur- 
prised, she said. She had been half 
expecting something of the kind. For 
more than a year before his disap- 
pearance her husband had been acting 
strangely. He seemed to be develop- 
ing an exaggerated love for the center

of the stage. His delusions of gran- 
deur were getting out of hand. He 
told her about his escapades with 
women, real and imaginary. Char- 
acteristics of vanity which he had al- 
ways had, such as that of wearing a 
monocle, were becoming more con- 
apicuous. 

Dr. Watzl always had been a sort of 
male butterfly. He loved the glamor- 
ous and tried to be glamorous him- 
self. He came to Cleveland first in 
1912. He was a young Heidelberg 
graduate then, just out of college with 
his diploma and a picturesque assort- 
ment of dueling scars. The Austrian 
Government had sent him to America 
to do chemical research in American 


industrial plants. 
H from the first. He radiated good 
humor and amiability. He was 
tall and agile and rather distinguished- 
looking. At dances his grace and gal- 
lantry charmed the girls, and his fund 
of anecdotes and suavity of manner 
distinguished him among the men. He 
was the life of every party. It was 
during his first stay in Cleveland that 
he and Mrs. Watzl/ were married. She 
says now that she expected escapades 
when she married him — he was a 
Viennese. But she thought she would 
be able to understand and put up with 
his attentions to other women. 

When the World War broke out in 
1914, Dr. Watzl was called back to 
Austria and his wife went with him to 
Vienna. Throughout the war she 
lived there while he served as a Cap- 


E was popular in Cleveland 
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tain in a liquid-fire unit on the Italian 
front. It was there the first child 
of the couple was born. 

After the war, they came back to 
Cleveland, where the young scientist 
plunged into the chemical problems 
presented by water purification. He 
brought back with him several val- 
uable secret formulas and was soon 
riding the crest of a prosperity wave. 

It is said now there is indication 
that some of his inventions and secret 
formulas were of doubtful character, 
inasmuch as an Austrian inventor, 
Dominik Fillier, has claimed that 
Watzl made a fraudulent attempt to 
patent under his own name certain 
devices which Fillier. had invented 
and intrusted to ‘Watzl as representa- 
tive. 

His flair for painting first brought 
him into contact with Mrs. McGrana- 
han, the wife of James L. McGrana- 
han, a youthful clerk. Watzl main- 
tained a studio in an apartment house 
and Mrs. McGranahan sometimes 
served as his model. She was about 
20 years old, small, dainty and very 
attractive. She had reddish blond 
hair and captivating blue eyes. Watz! 
became deeply enamored and engaged 
the young woman as his secretary. 
Mrs. Watzl knew of his infatuation 
but says she thought it would blow 
over. McGranahan knew of it also, 
it seems, but he was less philosoph- 
ical. He objected strenuously to his 
wife’s practice of posing for Watzl in 
the nude and he threatened suit for 
divorce. The couple separated. Then, 
last November, came the disappear- 


ance of both artist and model. 

On October 27, Dr. Watzl left 
Cleveland to go to Philadelphia, where 
he was to take a position as a city 
consulting engineer. He left his wife 
and two small daughters, Herta and 
Jane, behind. He would send for 
them later Almost daily he wrote 
home, telling of his progress with a 
new water-purification process and on 
November 7 he sent an enthusiastic 
letter saying he had an appointment 
with ‘“‘the big ones at the City Hall.’’ 
He added that he expected to start 
back to Cleveland that evening. 


HAT night, passengers on a 
west-bound train saw a flaming 
automobile beside the banks of 
the Schuylkill River near Sanatoga, Pa. 
Other passersby who tried to inveati- 
gate were driven back by the heat and 
when the flames had subsided they 
found two battered cans which had 
contained liquid oxygen. It was Dr. 
Watzl’s car, but where was Dr. Watzl? 
For days police sought clews, 
weighed all the facts and then dis- 
earded the theory of accident. In- 
vestigation of Watzi’s Philadelphia 
connections ‘led to the discovery of 
“bad associates’’ and the theory that 
he had been kidnaped or murdered by 
“political racketeers’’ whose prize was 
some valuable secret formula. The 
mystery deepened when it was learned 
that a man giving the name of Watzl 
and answering the chemist’s descrip- 
tion had tried to buy a German birth 
certificate from a Philadelphia man 
for the admitted purpose of forging 
a passport. 
The next development was the dis-

appearance of Mrs. McGranahan. She 
vanished on December 8. A few days 
later a premium of $360 on Watzl's 
two insurance policies was paid, but 
that was the last hint any of his 
Cleveland acquaintances had that he 
was still alive or in this country. It 
was surmised that he and Mrs. Mc- 
Granahan had eloped to Europe. 

Three broken homes lay in their 
wake as the lovers took their depar- 
ture on their ill-fated honeymoon. 
One, of course, was that of Watzi. 
where the deserted wife struggled to 
support two small children. The sec- 
ond was that of McGranahan. He 
promptly filed suit for divorce and, in 
a suit against Watzl, asked for $100,- 
000 for alienstion of his wife's affec- 
tions. The third broken home was 
that of Mrs. McGranahan’s parents, 
Paul and Julia Horvath. Mary’s ro- 
mance was responsible for their trou- 
ble, too. During the Cleveland phase 
of the Watzl-McGranahan affair, it 
seems, Horvath had observed the trend 
of events and had repeatedly urged his 
wife to interfere. Mary was conduct- 
ing herself so improperly and it was 
her mother’s place to warn her, Hor- 
vath said. But the mother had re- 
fused to take a hand in it. Dissension 
continued until Mrs. Horvath took her 
two minor children and left. Later she 
sued for a divorce and he filed a cross 
petition.

“We were faced with two alterna- 
tives; either to go to my parents and 
relatives here, confess my misde- 
meanors and ask for assistance or to 
commit suicide. I preferred the lat- 
ter. 

‘Knowing the custom of insurance 
companies, I realized that my wife 
would be unable to caah my policy of 
$35,000 uniess she could establish my 
death officially.

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Science Probes the MYSTERIES of SLEEP

This is the first published account of 
a ycar of rigorous erperiment which oc- 
cupied the major time of Dr. Laird, «as- 
sisted by fire technicians and the serv- 
ices of sir “human guinea pigs.”

of our competi- 
tive citizens have 
been trying for 
marks of an op- 
posite sort — in 
the short - sleep 
sprints. Some 
seem able to get along on unusually 
small amounts of sleep. I have known 
a few of these champions. 

Since Edison gave the world the 
electric bulb, many theorists have 
been experimenting with the idea that 
ii is a waste of time to go to bed, 
and that sleep should be prohibited by 
another amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of these United States. By and 
large, there are more theories of sleep 
than a magician has rabbits in his 
hat—at least half a dozen for every 
known fact. 

But we have found out some things 
ufter rigorous experimentation on six 
“human guinea pigs’ in the persons 
of half a dozen Colgate University vol- 
unteers under the eye of five student 
technicians and myself. One scientist 
working alone would require almost a 
lifetime to obtain the rather surpris- 
ing data that this group investigation 
yielded in a single year of concen- 
trated work. 

The first question we all want an- 
eswered about sleep is, bow much of it 
uo we need? Among medical men the 
answer is that most of us need more 
than we are getting, and they cite the 
fact of our having an alarm clock 
wake us as evidence that we do not 
get all the sleep nature wants us to 
have. 


EFORE the question of how 
B much sleep can be answered with 

scientific precision it is hec- 
essary first to measure what sleep 
doea for the body and mind. It ap- 
pears that. fatigue of the pre 
ceding day is recovered from during 
the night's rest. So it may be that 
the person taking slight sleep losses 
every night has an accumulation of 
unrecovered fatigue. Possibly the 
person doing little work to cause 
fatigue may not need as much as the 
orthodox eight hours. 

As these and many -other similar 
practical queations are raised, we can 
ree that the firat step in answering 
our main question is to find whether 
sleep does yield any recovery from so- 
called fatigue effects, and. if it does. 
just how much recovery occurs after 
different intervals of sleep. So the 
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task to which we have given many 
daylight hours and many, many night- 
time hours has been to measure ac- 
curately how we recover from fatigue 
curing a typical night’s sleep. 

The first test was to learn, on wak- 
ing our human guinea pigs, what 
dreams they had been having. This 
was off our main line of attack, but 
since the chance presented itself we 
made use of it and discovered returns 
to be of more than passing interest. 
Psychologists maintain that we drean: 
every instant of the night, and ws: 
found that our boys could recall as 
many dreams after having one hour of 
sleep as after six, showing that ther. 
seems to be no one hour when dreams 
are most likely to occur and confirm- 
ing the psychoanalysts as opposed to 
those Who maintain that we dream 
most the last hour or two of sleep.

According to our tests, after one 
hour of sleep you will be able to re- 
member as meny dreams aa you can 
ufter eight. But there is more to 
sleep than recalling dreams. So let us 
get on to the experiments that deal 
directly with recovery from the day’s 
fatigue. 

The first of these measured how 
quickly muscles can be moved upon a 
signal. For our hard-working sleep- 
er, the signal was a click on a tele- 
graph. sounder, the response being to 
lift the finger from the telegraph key 
as quickly as possible after hearing 
the click. Exactly how many thou- 
sandths of a second this response re- 
quired was measured by a Marietta 
chronoscope, the measurements being 
checked against a tuning fork.

How much sleep is uecessary to 
bring recovery in this kind of co-ordt- 
nation’?

But 
there are benefits to be received from 
sleep other than speed in reaction time 
and a fine co-ordination, and we may 
really need to work more than four 
hours on our daily sleeping job. Let’s 
see what the next test reveals. 

From the co-ordination stand the 
wakened sleeper progressed to a small 
color mixer—in which disks of over- 
lapping red and black were revolved 
by an electric motor at high speed 
and which Gibby Moore, operator of 
the test, could change in proportion 
by moving a small lever. This mixer 
was to measure the accuracy with 
which a sleeper can discriminate color 
shades. 

Peering intently with one eye 
through a small %-inch inside diam- 
eter tube, our human guinea pig saw 
a standard color made up of one- 
fourth red and three-fourths black 
disk.

ARANIS has known three differ- 
ent periods, and there are three 


‘levels of foundations separated ' 


by layers of sand. 

But the three towns that grew suc- 
cessively on the same site were very 
much alike, and fundamentally not 
unlike towns of similar size in medie- 
val Europe, or the Maya Empire, o: 
modern America. There was a center 
around which the life of the place cir- 
culated, and this was of stone. There 
were the houseg and shops in which 
the people liyed and traded, and these 
were of less pretentious construction. 
Here, as elsewhere in Egypt, house 
construction was of sun-baked brick, 
ywuch like what we call adobe in our 
own Southwest. The walls were bufit 
fairly thick, and the houses were 
small and set closely together. 


The principal building, occupying 
the place in the Karanian scheme of 
thinge that the county courthouse 
holds in our modern Main Street 
towns, was the temple. The ruins 
of its stone walls, and a stone 

altar that attests it char- 
acter, have been brought 
to the light of day. The 
presence of a temple as the 
most pretentious edifice 
does not argue that the 
people of Karanis were 
more pious than they were 
patriotic. Religion and 
citizenship were the same 
things, both in Egypt and 
in. Rome; Pharaoh or 
Caesar was not only a civil 
ruler, but a high priest and

The villagers of Karanis might 
algmiost be said to have lived in 
an age of wood. Scores of objects 
that with us are made of metal 
are found ingeniously whittled out of 
Perhaps the most remarkable 
and complicated mechanisms are the 
wooden door locks, opened with wvod- 
en keys. These are, to be sure, much 
larger affairs than the compact iron 
and brass devices that guard our own 
front doors. The wooden blocks that 
cover the sliding wooden bolts are half 
the size of a common brick, and the 
keys are six or eight inches long. But 
apparently they served their purpose. 

More orthodox in appearance are 


‘the wooden hayforks, carding combs, 


spindles, door frames. A curious piece 
of furniture is a wooden reading desk. 
This is in the shape of a wide but 
shallow trough. The two boards that 
form its top meet in the middle to 
form a wide ‘‘V,"’ which prevented 
the rolls of papyrus that were the 
commonest hooks of that day from 
falling off. The desk is about four 
inches high, and mtist have been used

Metal pots and 
pans for the housewife's kitchen work 
were of course unknown, but earthen- 
ware pots she had in abundance and 


in all conceivable sizes and shapes. 

Great pottery jars for the household 
supply of water stood by the door, on 
stone stands. Pottery lamps hung 
from the ceiling beams or stood on 
wall brackets. The lamp makers seem 
to have been an artistically inclined 
group of crafteamen, for not less than 
150 designs have been found among 
the lamps of Karanis.

invention will have his eyes 
opened if he walks through the rooms 
of the museum at Ann Arbor. These 
Karanian women liked nice things, too, 
and they could set well-shaped glass 
bowls, goblets and bottles on the table 
when there was company for dinner. 

And when a hostess of Karanis was 
getting ready for her guests, she had 
appropriate toilet aids. Only frag- 
ments of these two-millenium-old toilet 
sets can be assembled, but even the 
pieces are eloquent. There are severa! 
combs made of hardwood, accurately 
cut in a pattern still followed by the 
more modern hard rubber and pyra- 
lin products. There are pots for kohl, 
that eye-darkening .cosmetic so uni- 
versally used throughout the countries 
of the East, with sticks and a spoon 
for its application. 

And when the party was on, it 
seems not unlikely that the ancient 
Karanians “made whoopee’’—witness 
a pair of wooden castanets; witness 
also a set of dice, spotted in the same 
pattern as are the dice of today. 

But the folk of Karanis, whatever 
their daily labor or household cares 
or even frivolities, had one touch of 
nature that makes them even more 
kin to us of the present time. All 
through the village are reminders of 
children. The toys scattered about, 
perhaps just as the children left 
them, are mute witnesses of the af- 

fection which the 
Egyptians always feit 
for children. 

They are, moreover, 
witnesses of the un- 
changing minds of 
children through the 
ages, for in the Uni- 
versity of Michigan 
museum are things on 
which children of to- 
day would pounce as 
eagerly as did the 
children of 20 centur- 
jes ago. There is a 
handful of marbies, 
staihed and discolored 
now, but round enough 
and of the right size. 
so that your own boy 
could ‘‘knuckie down’ 
with them this minute. 
There are wooden toys 
on wheels, especially 
little wooden horses, 
so like those gow fe- 
vored by toddiers of 
four that they could 
be repainted and sold 
at any toysbop. 

But perhape the

rag doll. it is probably the oldest 
rag doll in the world, not a big rag 
doll, and certainly.sot a beautifu! 
one. It fs just a wisp of linen cioth 
tied over a obit of stuffing with 
string.

This new ship, known as the Ersatz- 
Preussen, or armored ship A, as she is 
officially designated in the German 
records, is to be a “pocket battleship”’ 
of 10,000 tons, a ship expected ‘‘to lick 
anything it cannot outrun and outrun 
anything it cannot lick.’ 

Russia, viewing her fleet in the Bal- 
tic, must think of this vessel with 
something like apprehension, and even 
the great naval Powers, with their 
dreadnaughts and super-dreadnaughts, 
equipped though they are with mighty 
guns and powerful engines—they, too, 
must ‘view with alarm.”’ 

The Ersatz-Preussen will be. 
equipped with 11-inch guns. But wait 
a moment. These are not 11-inch ha- 
val guns as the world has known them. 
but 11-inch guns on a ship not before 
believed heavy enough to mount such 
large artillery! These 1ll-inch weap- 
ons of the Brsatz-Preussen are im- 
proved guns, guns that are expected 
to be the equal of 13-inch and 15-inch 
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weapons. Guns that will be accurate 
and effective at 30,000 yards. 

The ship is expected to have a 
cruising radius of 20,000 miles. 

How has all this been brought 
about? By intensive application, of 
course, and a high degree of techni- 
cal skill. 

To begin with, there will not be a 
rivet in the ship. All her plates are 
electrically soldered. Thus a ship that 
under rivet construction would have a 
displacement of 11,000 to 12,000 tons 
has a displacement of 10,000. The 
plan of structure is new, also, so 
that everything in the ship, from keel 
to cockpits, fe part of the armor struc- 
ture itself. P

“STORM of controversy is 

raging in this country 

over the question of 

whether Valentin Zeileis, 

the so-called ‘‘miracle doc- 

tor,’ of Gallspach, Aus- 
tria, is really a ‘‘miracie ductor” or 
a colossal quack. 

The medical profession, or the 
greater part of it at least, says with- 
out qualification that he is a quack. 
Physicians and scientists generally 
condemn his healing methods as unsci- 
entific, his ‘“‘miracie’’ claims aa rub- 
bish and his whole system of practice 
as a public scandal. 

Less professiong) groups, including 
many patients and former patients, on 
the other hand, aseert with equal vehe- 
mence that the “Wunderdoktor” is a 
genius, a “great helper of mankind.” 
To the charge of the regular doctors 
they retort that if Christ Himeelf 
should come to earth again, raising 
the dead and healing the lame, He, 
too, would be denounced as a quack. 
Whether his methods are scientific or 
not, thef declare, Valentin Zelleis has 
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cured thousands of their illnesses and 
benefited other thousands. No charge 
of quackery, they point out, has come 
from any of his many patients. 

Whatever the meriia of the case 
may be, it seems evident that the 
‘“‘Wunderdoktor’s’’ fame has spread a 
great deal faster than the skepticism. 
Gallspach has become a_ veritable 
Mecca for the sick. An evVer-increas- 
ing stream of suffering humanity 
pours in. Last year no fewer than 
140,000 patients, ill from a great va- 
riety of causes, passed through his al- 
leged “health factory’’ where healing, 
or alleged healing, is done in quan- 
tity -lots. At the present time there 
are at least 15,000 afflicted persons 
receiving treatment daily from Dr. 
Zeileis and his corps of assistants. It 
ix expected that the number of pa- 
tients this year will pars the 200,000 
mark. They come not only from Auts- 
tria, but from Germany, Switzerland, 
Hungary and other nearby lands. 
Each treatment costs about 40 cents 
for those able to pay. The very poor 
are treated free.

There was 
no mistaking that action 

The thought flashed through Maya's 

wind: “‘How strange! . Tomor- 
row at this time 1 won't be liv- 
ing.” Then the instinct of self- 
preservation asserted itself. He 
flung up his hand. ‘‘Corporal,” 
he shouted, “you can't do this. 
I am a Spaniard. I am not in- 
terested in your Mexican af- 
fairs." He groped desperately 
for some more arresting state- 
ment. He exclaimed: ‘‘You will 
have to see my Ambassador be- 
fore you,can shoot me''—some- 
thing ridiculous like that He 
doesn't know exactly what he 
said. He didn't then. 

But the protest served. The 
Corporal grumblingly agreed to 
await the decision of a superior. 

And when an automobile full of 
officers presently appeared, a 
Colonel, apparently acting on a 
whim, let Maya and hie companion go. 

What happened to the three others 
.e doesn’t know, but later in the day. 
be learned, 24 persons were shot 
against that inviting wall. 

With Huerta’a accession (0 (he 
idency something resembling order 
prevailed in the Mexican capital for a 
time and Maya returned to his draw- 
ing board. He worked at his job while 
Huerta’s power was crumbling under 
the attacks of disaffected chieftains in 
the North—while Angeles and Villa 
were driving down from Ceahuila and 
Carranza and Obregon from Sonora. 

in August, 1914, Carranza forces oc- 
cupied Mexico City, Huerta having re- 
signed and fied. Maya describes the 
occupation as another reign of ter- 
ror: stores looted, horses seized and 
stabled in churches, men dropping out 


of sight.

among the conquering Generals, and 
presently Carranza had to leave the 
capital and Villa took it over, Villa’s 
troops were semart-looking as they 
marched into the city, infantry goose- 
stepping, cavalry jingling gayly. And 
there was a magic then about the 
name of the picturesque Pancho. 
Maya was out of a job, the pajitica! 
turmoil of the country having stopped 
the work on which he had been en- 
gaged. Food was scarce. And while 
the various causes that were esppused 
so violently in this revolutionary 
period meant little -to him, he 
felt a pull within himself to get 


{nto the scrap. Adventure beckoned. 

“Why not?” said the Spaniard at 
last, and joined a Villa brigade con 
manded by General Augustin Casa- 
rin. He signed hie name on the en- 
listment paper instead of making bis 
mark, and they appointed him a Ser- 
geant at once. 

In April, 1915, the armies of Villa 
and Obregon (the latter supporting 
Carranza) met in battle at Celaya, 
some 60 miles northwest of Mexico 
City. For about a week they fought 
and finally Villa's men, under the 


command of Angeles, won their way 
into the town. 


With victory almost 


* 


within their grasp, Maya relates, Gen- 
eral Panfilo de Natera, with 9000 men, 
deserted to the enemy, and the rest of 
the Villa army, caught between this 
force and the Obregon troops, was 
crushed. 

Maya’s troop of cavalry, dismount- 
ed, held a wall on the edge of town. 
Like the rest of the Villistas, they wore 
corn tassels in their hats to distin- 
guish them from the enemy. When the 
cry of “Salvese el que pueda!’’ (‘Save 
himself who can!’’) was raised, they 
retreated to waiting trains, which took 

them and other survivors 
north. After several days of 
this travel, part of the Villa 
force, including Maya's bri- 
gade, took its horses from the 
box cars and went back to the 
neighborhood of Mexico City by 
a circuitous route. 
At this time Maya was a 
Lieutenant. 
For some time the brigade 
operated in and about Mexico 
City, the operations consisting 
chiefly of moving out of the 
city when Carranza troope went 
in and returning when the 
enemy left. Co-operating more 
or less with the command were 
the wild, skin-clad warriors of 
Zapata, a bandit whom civil 
war had turned into a General. 
it was while Maya was in 
Southern Mexico that the raid on Co- 
lumbus, New Mexico, attributed to 
Villa, was made. 

Early in 1917, as nearly as Maya 
can remember, the section of ‘Villa's 
troops to which his brigade was at- 
tached set out from Mexico City to 
join Villa in the North. It was called 
the Brigada Convencion, and was es- 
corting Francisco Lagos Chazaro, who 
bad been selected for President by a 
group of revolutionary Generale at a 
convention after Huerta’s downfall. 

This army numbered 17.000 men at 
the start and a great crowd of wom- 
en and children accompanied the sol- 
diers. But for the last year or so 
times had been hard with the revolu- 
tionists and the army had little ammu- 
nition, no tents, no medical nor sani- 
tary service, nondescript uniforms 
and arms. 

By a devious course, avoiding raii- 


roads as much as 
possible—and also 
the enemy, because 
of scanty ammuni- 
tlon—-the expedition 
made its way toward Villa. It 
never reached him. When Maya saw 
the last of it, after about two years. 
it had shrunk, due chiefly to desertion 
and disease, to a few thousands. 

There was plenty of action, of 
course, as well as monotony and mis- 
ery, on that march. At one town the 
small Carranza garrison took refuge 
in a church and held off the Villistas 
until nightfall, when hostilities were 
suspended. Some time in the night 
horsemen swept down on the camp of 
the besiegers. But the latter failed to 
take alarm, for the riders were shout- 
ing ‘Viva Villa! Viva Villa!’ ‘Ap- 
parently a body of allies had arrived. 
But when the galloping horsemen were 
through thé camp and the sound of 
their passing was fading, a different 
shout drifted back through the night: 
“Villa—yah! The black-hearted this 
and that.” The beleaguered garrison 
had escaped. 

In charge of an advance post one 
night outside San Juan del Rio, State 
of Queretaro, Maya received word that 
Carranza troops were advancing alonys 
the railroad track which he was watch- 
ing. He sent the news back to head- 
quarters. ‘‘Resist the enemy,’’ was the 
order returned to him. He had 18 
men and no cover and the moon was 
high. 

With ear to a rail, he could hea: 
a mounted force approaching. Pres- 
ently dim shapes appeared down the 
track. They broke into a gallop and 
he could see there were hundreds of 
them. He called a challenge. A fyall- 
‘ade of shots answered. 

“There was a bridge between us 
and the camp,” Maya relates, ‘‘but | 
had no desire to share honors with Ho- 
ratius. Resistance meant annihilation. 
We wheeled our horses and ran. For- 
tunately, the bridge had been wrecked 
with dynamite and we knew the way 
around while the enemy had to take 
time to find the path. So we escaped 
with the loss of five or six men. But

the Carranzistas chased us through 


the towo and captured 500 infantry 


before withdrawing. 


T ANOTHER town the expedi- 
Ate was attacked by a small 

force of Carranza cavalry——not 
more than 200 troopers. But s0 
low was the morale of the tattered 
army that its soldiers began to 
run. Officers checked the rout by 
shooting their own men. Machine guns 
and a few pieces of light artillery were 
manned then and the cavalry charge 
was repulsed. 

There @ame the day when the Bri- 
gada Convencion had to cross 4 rail- 
road track at Tablas on its northward 
trek. Carranzistas lined the siopes on 
either side of the potnt of crossing and 
poured rifle fire into the Villistas, who 
merely tried to run the gauntlet ss 
speedily as possible. Maya, bent low 
over his horse’s neck. was about to 
enter the zone of fire when the ani- 
mal grunted and fell, shot through the 
head. The rider rolled clear and ran 
back to a place of comparative safety. 
Unable to induce any of his compan- 
ions to give him a lift, and utter!» 
weary, he lay down and siept. 

When he awoke it was late after- 
noon. All his comrades in arms had 
disappeared except one man, and Car- 
ranzistas were coming down the slopes 
toward them. Maya, expecting to be 
captured, stripped to his underwear, 
not wanting to be identified as an of- 
ficer. for both aides in that irregular 
warfare had a habit of shooting the 
officers they took prisoner. He was 
a Captain by this time and therefore 
would make a fairly creditable corpse 
in the eyes of the enemy. 

With his fellow Villista, who was 
austerely clad in a blanket, Maya took 
to the mesquite with mounted pur- 
suers some distance bebind. The fu- 
gitives doubled and ducked through

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HE smile and the 
hand-clasp of Wil- 
liam Howard Taft 
failed once to settle 
an fates oe 
tional situation. Out 
ak. of the failure rose 
spectres that troubled many an 
American President and Secre- 
tary of State; rose the situations 
that cost America human lives 
and countless dollars. Since the 
recent death of ex-President 
Taft, columns haye been written 
about that smile and hand-clasp 
of his; how it pacified turbulent 
enemies of the United States in 
the Philippines; how it quieted 
political enemies almost as tur- 
bulent at home. Nothing has been 
said about the one great time § it 
failed. 

The man on whom the Taft friend- 
liness failed was the late Porfirio 
Diaz, President of Mexico for more 
years than any other man has ever 
been. Taft failed utterly to win over 
Diaz at the international conference 
of the two Presidents in El Paso, 
Texas, and Juarez, Mexico, in October, 
1909. He couldn't win Porfirio Diaz, 
nor could Jacob Dickinson, his Secre- 
tary of War, bluff the grim old Indian 
chieftain. Porfirio Diaz went away 
from that conference believing that by 
his defiance he had signed his own 
political death-warrant, feeling that, 
to keep his own self-respect as a 
Mexican and a soldier, he could do 
nothing else but what he did. 

The story comes out now for the 
first time. It is told by the aide and 
interpreter of President Diaz. He was 
Captain Jose Ortiz Monasterio, gradu- 
ate of Chapultepec, the Mexican West 
Point, in the class of 1896, officer of 
the Corps of Engineers in the Mexican 
Regular Army. Today he resides in 
New Orleans, a political exile. 

That international conference of the 
two Presidents goes down in history 
as the first time an American Presi- 
dent intimated to a Mexican President 
that the United States was going to 
have a voice in the economic and po- 
litical affairs of Mexico. And Porfirio 
Diaz, deadly, proud fighter who had 
won and held his power by arms, 
couldn’t yield ground that day, even 
when he felt that his defiance would 
bring harm to his country. He fore- 
saw the full significance of his stand. 
But it was as impossible for his pride 
and dignity to retreat as it would be 
for a charging rhinoceros to go back- 
ward. 

“It is unwritten history,’’ says 
Monasterio. “I could not well tell the 
story while Mr. Taft lived. Now, of 
all who were close in that conference, 
the only ones living are Enrique Creel 
and myself.” 

Enrique Creel, who was Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs under President 
Diaz, retired from Mexican public life, 
ia an old, sick man. 

Here was the background that led 
to the conference between President 
Taft and Diaz at El Paso in 1909. 


GROUP of Mexican-American 
A\ protiems had arisen that required 

solution. The United States had a 
lease on Magdalena Bay from Mexico, 
permitting the United States Navy to 
use it for naval] gunnery practice. The 
lease was expiring, and Washington 
wanted it renewed. Strange tales 
were seeping through America about 
Japanese interest in that spot; even 
about Japanese colonists there. 

New York and Washington both 
were interested in the way foreign 
capital was being invested in Mexico. 
England, France and Canada among 
them virtually controlled r ines, elec- 
tric franchises, the cotton-spinning in- 
dustry. The Mexican Financial Agency 
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was in London. There were American 
financiers who wanted it in New York. 

Mexico had nationalized her rail- 
roads. She had floated a huge 
European loan at between four 
four-and-a-half per cent. In Mexico's 
national treasury was a $20,000,000 
gold surplus. 


Porfirio Diaz, taking the presidency 


in 1884, had been twenty-five years in 
office. He was the most powerful 
single figure in all Latin-America. The 
old talk of a Latin-American union 
was being revived. Diaz was the man 
toward whom all Latin-American 
rulers looked for advice and backing 
for such a movement. 

Yes, there was plenty about which 
to talk in that year of 1909. 

The international conference at El 
Paso was arranged. As was customary, 
protocols were, exchanged. And _ the 
undertaking struck a snag at the start. 
The snag was Porfirio Diaz. 

Article one of the American proto- 
col stipulated that the President of 
Mexico should be received ‘‘at the in- 
ternational boundary, the middle of 
the bridge across the Rio Grande be- 
tween El Paso and Juarez.”’ 

Whoever drew up that protocol in 
Washington didn't know Porfirio Diaz. 
Maybe he didn't know Mexican-Ameri- 
can history. Maybe he was playing 
his hand on a bluff. If he did, Diaz 
called the bluff. 


HERE is a section of Bl Paso 
known to the Mexicans as El 
Chamizal. It used to belong to 
Mexico., Under the Treaty of Guade- 
lupe Hidalgo signed in 1848 between 
the two nations, the United States ad- 
mitted El Chamizal belonged _ to 
Mexico. 
Mississippi River, has its whims. It 
changed its bed. It put El Chamizal 
on its northern instead of its southern 
bank. Americans had grinned and ob- 
served placidly that it was all Ameri- 
can land this side the Rio Grande. 
Mexicans didn’t grin and they weren't 
placid about it. 

Porfirio Diaz, President of Mexico, 
notified William Howard Taft, Presi- 
dent of the United States, that the re- 
ception of the President of Mexico 
couldn't be used as a precedent to set- 
tle a border dispute. He would ride 
into El) Paso surrounded by his own 
armed soldiers, and he would ride clear 
to the disputed northern limits of El 
Chamizal—or he wouldn't come at all. 

President Taft smothered that with 
a feather-bed of courtesy. If President 
Diaz wanted his own § Presidential 
Guard to ride with him to the most 
inner limits of El Chamizal, why, that 
was simply splendid! But why stop 
there? An additional Guard of Honor 
of Américan cavalry would meet the 
President of Mexico and his Presi- 
dentfal Guard at the international 
bridge and, friends all, they would 
ride clear across E) Chamizal and meet 
at the Association of Commerce Bulld- 
ing in El Paso, which was beyond 
dispute deep in American territory. 

And this is whet they did. That

October day in 1909, Don Porfirio 
rode over the bridge surrounded by 
his Presidential Guard—and it was a 
sight worth seeing. General Diaz was 
in full military uniform with decora- 
tions and side-arms. Not a horse 
in his Presidential Guard cost less 
than one thousand pesos. 

Diaz dismounted. The’ stocky, 
rock-like Indian with the swarthy 
face, the thick, straight, blue-black 
hair and the obsidian eyes set in an 
utterly expressionless countenance, 
strode up to where President Taft 
stood, gigantic in his frock coat, and 
the two rulers of the two neighboring 
republics embraced. 

They exchanged courtesies, Presi- 
dent Diaz speaking Spanish. He 
could understand some English and 
more than a little French. He would 
never speak anything but Spanish.

And then 
President Taft set out by automobile, 
surrounded by his own cavalry escort, 
to return the call, At the International 
Bridge the Mexican Presidential 
Guard surrounded him and escorted 
him into the Custom House at Juarez. 
Here he was led down the corri- 
dor, and into the luxurious offi- 
cial parlor where President Diaz 
awaited him. 

Into that room where Diaz and En- 
rique Creel sat waiting went Presi- 
dent Taft and Dickinson. Colonel 
Pablo Escondon, Mexican Chief of 
Staff, and Captain Archibald Butt, 
aide to President Taft, completed the 
party. The door was closed behind 
them. Captain Monasterio was in 
command of the troops in the cor- 
ridor, charged with permitting nobody 
to interrupt the conference. 

It lasted nearly two hours. No man 
today lives who was there in- 
side that door, save Enrique Creel, 
and his sickness has wiped out 


his memory, say reports out of Mexico. 

The door opened. President Taft 
came out. The famous Taft smile 
was on his face, but Captain Mona- 
sterlo remembers that it seemed a 
trifle fixed. President Diaz followed. 
His face was sphinx-like as ever. 

But there were looks on the faces 
of others in the conference which im- 
plied that all had not been as happy 
as Taft’s smile might have indicated. 


RESIDENT TAFT returned to El 
Pras Juarez bussed with prepa- 

rations for the banquet Porfirio 
Dias was giving the American Presi- 
dent that night in the Mexican Cus- 
tom House. 

At 6 p. m., President Taft returned 
into Mexico, in evening clothes, ac- 
companied by Secretary Dickinson, 
Captain Butt and several other 
American officials. President Dias, 
also in civilian~evening clothes, re- 
ceived them. The two Presidents sat 
facing each other across the table. Sec- 
retary Dickinson sat at President 
Diaz’s right hand. 

Porfirio Diaz beckoned to Captain 
Monasterio to stand slightly behind 
and between them, and to serve as 
interpreter. 

Then it was that Captain Mona- 
sterio realized the American Secretary 
of War was continuing the conversa- 
tion of that secret morning session. 

‘Please ask President Diaz, Captain 
Monasterio,”’ said Secretary Dickinson, 


‘“if he has any objection to my telling 


a funny story to illustrate a point we 
were discussing.”’ 

Monasterio duly translated. 

“Not at all,” said Porfirio 
“if the story is dirty enough. 
be delighted.” 

Secretary Dickinson smiled at the 
reply, and sentence by sentence told 
the story for Captain Monasterio to 
translate. 

tt ‘was the old tale of the ducks 
who invaded the stable of the horses.

cans were the horses. The Mexicans 
were the ducks. The ducks picked up 
a living in the stable, and presently 
began to multiply. Soon they had in- 
creased to the point where no horse 
could shift his feet without stepping 
on a duck. Then the leader of the 
ducks stepped up to the leader of the 
horses, and demanded a conference s0 
that the ducks might obtain their 
rights. | 

Impassive, Porfirio Diaz listened to 
this. 
as the crack of a whip.

. There is a double meaning to that 
use of the word ‘“‘pato’’—‘‘duck’’—in 
Spanish. In Mexico men say: ‘No te 
hagas pato!’’ which can be translated 
“Don’t be a duck,’ which actually 
means: ‘Don’t try to fool me!” If 
the phrase is given its full value, the 
American translation would . be: 
‘Don’t try to make a sucker out of 
me!’’ 

All the Spanish courtesy Captain 
Monasterio could put into his transla- 
tion couldn’t wipe out the stinging 
rebuke. 

Secretary Dickinson halted, laughed 
embarrassedly, and changed the con- 
versation to the weather. Preé@ident 
Diaz, impassive as ever, gave brief an- 
swers through the interpreter. If any- 
thing was obvious, ft was that here 
was a situation. 

The banquet ended the interna- 
tional conference. That very night 
both Presidents started for their res- 
pective capitals. 

Nothing President Taft had come to 
settle was settled. The story of the 
horses and the ducks spread from lip 
to lip among the highest in’ Mexico. 
Eyes turned north over the Rio 
Grande with distrust. 


EXT year came the Estrada 
INV crerotation in Nicaragua, that 
was to oust Zelaya from the 

presidency of that country. 
was openly anti-American. 

Now, two years before this, Guate- 
mala had been making war-talk to 
Mexico. Nicaragua and San Salvador 
had both pledged Porfirio Diaz they 
would fight on his side if war came 
with Guatemala. It was Zelaya of 
Nicaragua who made the promise. 

When Zelaya was in full retreat, 
hard-pressed by his revolting fellow- 
Nicaraguans and the Americans, whose 
arms and ammunition had been 
shipped, thinly disguised, by freighter 
out of New Orleans, the fleeing Presi- 
dent of Nicaragua went to the port 
of Corintoeon his west coast. 

President Diaz sent to Corinto the 
Mexican gunboat, General Guerrero. 
Her commander, Lieutenant Ignacio 
Arenas, received orders direct from 
Diaz to send in a boat and 
bring out Zelaya, and to take him 
to Salina Cruz and safety on Mex- 
ican sof}. 

There were two American naval vee- 
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sels in port at Corinto, each twice the 
size and metal of the General Guer- 
rero. Lieutenant Arenas cabled for 
instructions in case of trouble. 

“You have your orders. You know 
your duty as an officer of the Mexi- 
can Navy. Do it.” 

Those were the instructions of Por- 
firio Diaz. He sent them when, for 
all he knew, he might be at war with 
the United States within a week. 

Lieutenant Arenas took Zelaya 
aboard the General Guerrero. Nota 
shot was fired as they left Corinto 
harbor. Out at sea he _ wirelessed 
President Diaz that on a certain date 
they would arrive safely at Salina 
Crus. Diaz, at Chapultepec, received 
the news impassively, as always. 

Captain Monasterio, still his aide, 
a day later ventured to congratulate 
his chief on the gallant disregard of 
risks with which Don Porfirio had 
kept faith with his friend. 

The expressionless obsidian eyes of 
Porfirio Diaz fixed themselves on the 
eyes of Captain Monasterio He said: 

“No sabe usted lo que me va 4 
costar. Es usted muy jovan.’”’ 

“You do not know what this is 
going to cost me. You are too young.’ 

Porfirio Diaz, President of Mexico, 
was not too young. He believed that 
his 
in Juarez, his rescue of Zelaya 
out of Nicaragua in defiance of the 
United States, was going to cost him 
much. 

And subsequent events are a matter 
of history. In flight he left Mexico 
City for Vera Cruz. In flight he 
reached Paris. He died in exile. His 
Mexico was torn for years by revolu- 
tion after revolution. 


HERE are students of Mexican- 
American relations who will tel! 
you Diaz believed that if Wash- 
ington had backed his regime in its 
last days as, for example, it has since 
backed Calles and Obregon, those 
years of welitering in bloody near-an- 
archy would have been spared Mexico. 
That there were strong men about 
Diaz, who could have picked up the 
reins of rulership when his time came, 
aged, to lay them down. But that 
must all be forever speculation. 

All that we know is that the Taft 
smile and handshake at E!] Paso and 
Juarez failed to mollify the pride and 
dignity of Porfirio Diaz. 

The Magdalena Bay lease to the 
United States of America by Mexico 
was never renewed. It lapsed that 
year of the Taft-Diaz conference 4! 
El Paso. To this day the United 
States Navy, which under that lease 
had enjoyed in Magdalena Bay 4 
splendid spot for naval gunnery prac- 
tice with every firearm from smallest 
to largest, has had no more privileges 
in Magdalena Bay than the navy of 
any other nation in the world, which 
is none at all.

‘i is in Abyssinia that slaves not 
ire most numerous, but suffer the 


most tragic fate. 
Periodic raids 
into adjoining 
territories are 
resorted to for 
supplying the 
lively market, 
and the unfor- 
tunate captives 
are mostly wo- 
men and  chil- 
dren. They are 
dragged from 
their villages in 
ruiserable droves 
after the raiders 
have put most of 
the adult male 
population to the 
sword. 

“The complete- 
ress of destruc- 
tion by Abyssin- . 
ian slave raiders King 
is the complete- 
ness of the locust,’ she writes, 
“but it is more cruel. It is known 
that many of these raids have ravaged 
beyond the Kenya-Abyssinian and the 
Sudan-Abyssinian borders. The rav- 
ages of the slave traders on both sides 
of these borders are well known to 
British officials. 

“Major Darley tells us of the fol- 
lowing incident connected with 
one siave raid. On the trail, he 
said, he ‘counted the dead and dying 
bodies of more than 50 captives who 
had dropped by the roadside. For on 
such journeys there is no commis- 
sariat department, and those who car- 
ry no supplies can hope only for a 
merciful spear, since the alternative 


-. is death by thirst or by the teeth and 


talons of wild beasts. 


4 7 HESE things we have seen. 


And we have seen also 

hundreds of square miles 
of territory utterly depopulated by 
Abyssinian raids. * * * The de- 
population of the border and the 
absence of adequate police forces 
tempt the Abyssinians to advance 
further and further; and on one oc- 
casion at least they have penetrated 
no less than 120 miles into British 
territory.’ 

“The story two former British offi- 
cials (Major Darley and Dr. Dyce 
Sharp) told ig the same story that is 
told by every man and woman who 
has been brought into intimate con- 
tact with conditions in Abyssinia,’ 
Lady Simon continues. ‘Slave owning, 
slave raiding and slave trading per- 
meate the national life. So long as 
slave owning obtains, so long will 
slave trading and slave raiding con- 
tinue. According to these two writers, 
even the Regent of Abyssinia (now the 
King) is not unwilling to _ receive 
gifts of slaves, for they say: 


“ ‘Only the other day the Regent in 
Addis Ababa received a present of 140 
slaves, most of whom were children, 
of both sexes, between the ages of 6 
and 14, though a few were adult wom- 
en with babies at the breast. And even 
the European inhabitants of the cap- 
ital can hardly avoid becoming slave 
owners.’ 

“This picture of gifts of slaves made 
in the capital of the country requires 
to be put side by side with the ghast- 
ly picture of slave raiding and slave 
trading carried on in the Hinterland 
for the purpose of maintaining the 
supply. Dr. Sharp and Major Darley 
tell us that the effort to maintain the 


supply produces the following condi- 
tions: 

‘Gangs of slaves, marching in 
misery, the men chained together in 
rows, and the women and children 
dragging themselves along beside the 
main body, can be seen by any trav- 
eler in Southern Abyssinia today. 
Some of these slaves are captured on 
Abyssinian territory, others in British 
East Africa, others in the Anglo-Bgyp- 
tian Sudan.’ 


that they have to pay a 
heavy price for their incursions 

into British territory, Lady Simon 
relates. In Kenya Colony they are 
often overtaken by detachments of 
the King’s African Rifles, who 
are pogsted along the border in or- 
fer to prevent these incursions. In 
the Sudan the Slavery Patrol is a)- 
ways on the watch for raiders. In 
one instance the patrol was confront- 
ed by no fewer than 400 rifles, but 
the patrol put up a stern fight, kill- 
ing three and wounding 10 or more 
of the slavers. On several other oc- 
casions there were bitter encounters. 
In the Assembly of the League of 
Nations in 1927, the writer explains, 
considerable effort was made toward 
bringing about the abolition of slavery 
in Abyssinia and it was only after a 
great deal of public criticism had been 
heard that a report was presented to 
the League for consideration. This 
report purported to give a nominal 


Bu the raiders frequently find 


list of natives set free from slavery 
and of siave traders convicted in the 
country as a result of the efforts of 
the present ruler, Ras Tafari, who is 
said to be vigorously opposed to slav- 
ery. The report showed that in three 


' years only 1109 slaves had been lib- 


erated and only 164 traders punished. 
A thousand slaves set free out of more 
than 2,000,000 in the country! At 
this rate, Lady Simon deciares, liber- 
ation of all would require a thousand 
years. 

“On September 28, 1923," Lady Si-

mon writes, “Abyssinia became a mem- 
ber of the League of Nations, and ac- 
cepted the Covenant of the League. 
The Assembly of the League agreed to 
welcome the membership of Abyssinia, 
subject to an undertaking on her part 
‘to secure the complete suppression of 
slavery in all its forme and the slave 
trade by land and sea.’ 

“Thus Abyssinia has taken the first 
step, and it would seem that it is for 
the League of Nations now to ascer- 
tain why her obligation has not been 
carried out; why it is that the aboli- 
tion of slavery is proving a task too 
colossal for the present rulers; and 
then to proceed to offer to Abyssinia 
such assistance as may be necessary 
to make the Central) Government 
strong enough to carry out the re- 
forms necessary to the abolition of 
slavery.” 


is one of the uncharted re- 

gions of the world, according to 
Lady Simon. However, it is of- 
ficially admitted that interwoven 
in the social life of the country is 
the practice of the sale of iit- 
tle children, with all the disastrous 
consequences that follow in the 
wake of child slavery. In the 18 
provinces of China proper, with an 
area over eight times the size of Ger- 
many, and a population of over 300,- 
000,000 people, it is declared, there 
are millions of children and young 
people held as property-siaves. Those 


On: in the matter of slavery, 
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who uphold the practice of child sell- 
ing, Lady Simon points out, always 
produce the same set of ancient and 
specious apologies. They plead that 
the child victims of cruelty are pro- 
portionately few, that the oppression 
to which they are admittedly subjected 
inflicts but lMttle suffering on their 
philosophical nature, and that in any 
case the bondage only lasts uptil the 
children reach the age of 15 to 20 
years; that, moreover, it is the cus- 
tom of the country to buy and sell 
these young people, and that it would 


- 
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be difficult to in- 
terfere with a 
custom so closely 
interwoven with 
the habits of the 
Chinese. 
Occasionally 
the curtain is 
drawn aside, and 
one is allowed to 
peep behind the 
scenes into the 
tragic condition 
of siave’ in 
China, continues 
the writer. Here 
and there a lone 
voice is raised 
against this 
wholesale degra- 
dation of child 
life. She quotes 
Charles H. Coats, 
author, traveler 
and for a long 
period a resident 
in China: 
“Individual cruelties which would 
clectrify any country in. Europe with 
a spasm of horror hardly awaken the 
mild comment of a single street-in 
China’s grand modern republic. Flog- 
gings, suspensions, the pouring of boil- 
ing water over hands, the amputation 
of a finger joint, gagging and tying 
up for torture with hot irons, and 
similar cruelties are not uncommon- 
ly practiced on-these children.”’ 
Among the cases mentioned is that 
of a little girl who “as a child had 
been suspended by her owners from a 
ceiling, hanging by one rope which 
bound together both wrists and both 
ankles, and left in that situation all 
night. By the morning the poor limbs 
were so mortified by this ordeal that 
all four had to be amputated. The 
foreign doctor who performed the op- 
eration secured for the child her free- 
dom and a monetary compensation 


‘sufficient for her future from the own- 


ers, under threat of publivation of the 
facts."’ 

And these conditions, Lady Simon 
reminds the reader, prevail in Shang- 
hai, one of the more modernized 
parts of China, where there is a large 
European population, numbers of 
cburches, responsible newspapers and 
able editors—one of the great centers 
of public opinion in the Bast. 


circulated a statement giving 

the results of a raid made by Brit- 
ish and Chinese detectives in the 
very heart of Shanghai. The raid 
was made upon a biacksmith's shop, 
which was obviously being used 
as a kind of slave market. No 
fewer than 31 boys between the 
ages of. 12 and 15 were found in the 
building. One of the men concerned 
in the business admitted he had sold 
some of them for 10 shillings apiece. 
The. statement issued by the Central 
News continued: 

“The boys were kept in strict con- 
finement and compelled to work leng 
hours both day and night. They were 
given only two meals of rice a day, 
and any lad who refused to work was 
handcuffed and suspended to a wall. 
No sleeping accommodation was pro- 
vided, the slaves being obliged to take 
their rest on the floor. The oldest 
captive had been in slavery for nearly 
six years, and many of them sere in 
very poor health. Marks on their 
bodies indicated that they had been 
burned with iron rods.” 

Lady Simon quotes further from the 
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report of the Shanghai Municipal 
Council to the International Labor 
Organization of the League of Na- 
tions. . 

“Young female children are com- 
monly purchased and employed as do- 
mestic servants. They probably begin 
to work as soon as it is physically 
possible for them to do so. This prac- 
tice is general throughout the country. 
It obviously lends itself to great abure 
and the commission has little doubt 
that, like other forms of slavery, it 
ia the source of much human misefy. 
The commission has reason to believe, 
from the evidence given before it, that 
Many siave children are employed in 
native brothels and trained to prosti- 
tution.”’ 

In Nepal, the little Himalayan king- 
dom which flourishes high on the 
mountain plateaus, slavery endures 
against the most resolute endeavore 
of the Maharaja Sir Chandra Shum- 
shere Jung to put it down, 62,000 
slaves being held in bondage by 16,- 
000 owners. In 1924, it is related, 
the Maharaja announced his deter- 
mination to undertake the task of 
emancipating all the slaves of the 
kingdom. As if campaigning for an 
election, the Maharaja went about the 
country making speeches against the 
evila of slavery and appealing to the 
conscience of his people. He sum- 
marized the results of his own inves- 
tigations into domestic slavery, point- 
ing to specific instances of suffering 
and woe. Lady Simon reproduces part 
of one speech, as follows: 
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ha Be mother, a slave, had 
given birth to seven 
children, and her master, 
despite her protests and tearful pray- 
ers, had already disposed of one 
daughter and four sons by sale. The 
woman, in her petition through the 
Niksari Office, wrote that the bitter 
lament of the children at thug being 
forced to separate from their mother 
sent a pang through her heart more 
acute than any she had ever suffered; 
that she summoned resignation to bear 
the misfortune and drew consolation 
from what was left her; that she sub- 
mitted to it as the work of that fatal- 
ity, the result of the accumulated Kar- 
ma of her previous births which had 
followed her like a shadow to her 
present existence; but that when to 
her dismay the hard-hearted master 
arranged to take away the baby slave 
that was still suckling at her breast, 
her endurance broke down completely, 
she supplicated and prayed——as par- 
ents do pray, as you and I pray to the 
Gods on high when the dearest of our 
children lies in the clutches of grim 
death—-to her master, the arbiter of 
Ler destiny, and to her as omnipotent 
in this crisis as fell Death itself. But 
all to no purpose. The adamant 
heart did not melt. The master com- 
pleted the transaction. Thess, madéd- 
dened at a treatment which is re 
sented even by irrational beasts, she 
came all the way to see if the Mahsa- 
raja, ‘the common father of all peo- 
ple,’ would do aught to allay the con- 
suming sorrow at her breast.’ 

“The Maharaja explained to his au- 
dience that he had attempted to con- 
vince the owner that he was doing a 
wrong to this unfortunate woman,” 
Lady Simon explains. “He told the 
man that he would yet have to an- 
ewer to his Creator for his inhuman- 
ity. Finding appeals were useless, the 
ruler provided the woman with money 
with which to buy back the children 
who had been sold away from her.”
